The room was 0S- 
tensibly opened for comparing transactions upon the Cambridgeshire Stakes, 
but as the attendance was almost exclusively confined to bookmakers, the object 
in view could only be said to have béen partially realised. An increased desire 
back the two favourites, Brick and Gratitude, caused bookmakers to reduce 
the odds a shade less than was laid in Wellingtén-street. Stockinger was 
quietly introduced, and fora time was nominally at 100 to 8, but those odds

Cessful trial the horse had had that morning; but upon one or two bookmakers

Ackworth was backed to win a few thousands, and finally left off at 12 
to 1, the last bet booked about the Marquis of Hastings's horse being 1200 to 100, 
tince Plausible'’s friends being too numerous at 1¢0’s to 6, the fielders reduced 
those odds to 15 to 1, at which quotation ‘the Prince” had a backer for a ‘‘ cen- 
tury.” Saccharometer having been freely supported at 22 to 1, those offers were 
decreased to 20 tol, and “Sac" at that price was entrusted with frequent in- 
Vestments, though the amounts were limited. Tattoo declined to 201, and her 
stable com anion, Muezzin, was backed at 25 to 1. After numerous offers of 50 
1 agst Queen of Trumps, her noble owner invested ‘‘fifty” at 40 to 1, the 
layers however, wishing to go on at the price. Beyond the beoking of 200 to 40 
about Valiant, and one or two thousands to ten about Battaglia, there was nothing 
done with the outside division, though at one period Donnybrook appeared

NEWMARKET HOUGHTON MEETING.

This meeting, the last legitimate gathering of the racing season, appeared to 
have attracted to Newmarket a large proportion of the sporting fraternity. 
oreditch at 1.25 on Monday afternoon, was 
unusually heavy. On arriving at Cambridge the ten minutes “ allowed for re- 
freshment’”” was almost exhausted in yain endeavour to obtain a glass of 
“ bitter,” so great was the crash. A few horses were mentioned on the platform, 
but no transaction came under our notice. There sppeared to be a screw loose 
about Trap, offers of 5 to 1 that he did not start for the Cambridgeshire were 
freely offered without a taker. A train, containing about twenty horse-boxes, 
arrived at Newmarket soon after the special, and was anxiously anticipated by a 
large crowd of loungers, report stating that Gratitude was in the train, but all 
who expected to see Mr. Robinson’s mare were doomed to disappointment, as 
she did not arrive until to-day. Ackworth came in @ van on Saturday, and 
pleased all who saw him take a canter, A great number of horses engaged in 
the Cambridgeshire were out on Monday morning, most of them going the whole 
Jength of the course. Deerfoot galloped in such form that many good judges 
consider he has a great outside ch-nce. Ackworth and Master Richard galloped 
the course, the former going so strong and well that his friends were in extacies. 
Master Richard looked well, and went with his usual splendid stride. The next 
to show was Valiant, who attracted the notice of all by his fine action; ho 
finished very fresh, and looked in splendid condition. Prince Plausible was in- 
spected by s large crowd, and, after a slight canter, he galloped the course from 
end to end at full speed. Stockinger, whose position in the market during the 
last day or two has been puzzling in the extreme, was. followed by a concourse 
*f horsemen and foot passengers anxious to detect any fault whereby to account 
for his “ knocking out,’ but no horse could look or go better; indeed, somuch 
did he please all who saw him, that were it not for the unsteady position he 
then occupied in the market, many would have instantly backed him 
as ifthe race were over. Columbia was pulled up about a quarter of a mile 
from the winning post, after galloping at full speed; her style was much 
admired. The great attraction to all was the favourite Brick, who came on

Racing 
was appointed to commence at half past eleven, the Cambridgeshire 
being fixed for a quarter-past one, “the working man’s dinner-hour,” 
as it was facetionsly styled by a certain political sportsman largely interested in 
the success of Ackworth, ‘The last item on the card was appointed for twenty: 
five minutes past four, an | the return train to London was announced to start 
one hour after the last race, so that little time is left to dilate upén the nature 
of the running throughout the afternoon The air on the Heath was somewhat 
chilly, and the sky was of that description which vocal hard riders are wont to 
declare proclaims “fa hunting morning.” The attendance was very large, and 
the ring was filled’ with spectators, the betting being carried out on 
the most extended scalo. The vociferations of the bookmakers were 
distinguishable all over the Heath, and perhaps at _no other period has there 
been a larger awemblage of distinguished patrons and upholders of the Turf 
resent. The 1 umber of equestrians was something extraordinary, giving the 
{eath at all times during the day a most animated appearance, but when the 
hour arrived for pruptering the animals at the post the scene was of a most 
striking description, the horsemen galloping or_cantering down in parties in 
the direction of the Cambridgeshire starting-post. The first race (the All-Aged 
Selling Stakes, over the Bretby Stakes Course) brought out the three coloured 
ou the card (Lord Burleigh, Argonaut, and Exchequer), Fairwater havin 
paid forfeit overnight. Lord Burleigh was made favourite at 5 to 4, an 
fortune certainly favoured the backers of the Lewes horse, as Argonaut did 
not get off when the flag fell, and Fordham and the favourite had it their own 
way trom end to end, cutting down his solitary opponent (Exchequer) in a.com- 
mon canter. Wells complained loudly whem he returned with Argonaut, and 
declared that when Mr, M‘Georgo gave the signal he was a long-way behind 
the starting-post, and Jemmy: ‘Adams also asserted. that he had almost 
been put in the same dilemma as Sir Joseph Hawley’s jockey. Tho match 
between Finesse and Olivia, over the Abingdon. Mile, in which the Whitewall 
filly was called upon to concede 71b to Mr, Payne's, brought out Fordham and 
Grimshaw as the pilots of the pair, and “little Jemmy’s” mount enjoyed the 
call, odds of 7 to 4 being betted on Olivia ; but the result was never in doubt 
within the distance, for directly Fordham called on Finesse, she went up and 
won in aeommon canter by a length, and the gentlemen and followers of Mr, 
Payne—no mean judge in match-making—got what is properly termed a 
nosender, The succeeding event (the Feather Plate, over the last three 
miles of the Beacon Course) brought out, as usual, several 2-yr-olds whose 
owners were anxious to test their staying capabilities, The board avnounced six 
runners, of which five were “juveniles,” Farce being the only old-’un 
who entered the lists. Lord Westmoroland‘s colt, Troubadour, was made 
favourite, at 5 to 4, and, with Jemmy Grimshaw in the saddle, it soon 
got whispered about as the “bost thing of the day.". A more miser- 
able mockery, as far as actual racing is concerned, was never wit- 
nessed, as the lot barely canterod, and they came across the flat, bein 
pulled and hauled all over the course, and it was evidently a case 
“one ay 3 afraid, while the other daresn’t”’” Indeed, such a ridiculous time 
were they In travelling from the Ditch Gap across the flat that it was sarcasticall 
observed “they had been trained by Charles Westhall fora walking match,” an 
in fact, any man might have beaten them as they passed thé. Cesarewitch Stand, 
At this point there were crowds of loiterers, who shouted out derisively to the 
jockeys to send their animals along, and the pace mending shortly afterwards, 
the 1avourite ultimately won by three-quarters of a length from Orloff, while 
The Gay Deceiver was'a bad third, The all-absorbing Cambridgeshire came 
next for decision, and theexcitementit created was extraordinary, the crowd round 
the weighing-room being very great, all anxious to tick off on their card the 
actual runners, The Catch ‘ein Alive and Merry ILart piece of lead business last 
year rendered the Clerk of the Scales extremely vigilant, and none but those 
professionally interested were allowed within the svaling-room, Filty-four were 
coloured on the card, and besides these East Lancashire, Vermouth, Little 
Stag, Affidavit, Cantonnade, Gedeon, Watford, The Bully, Cripple, Physician, 
Agatha, The Major, Balornock, Chocolate, Alea, and the colt by 
Grosvenor were inserted uncoloured, and with no probability of their 
going to the post.

geen a shorter price, declined to 15 to 1, consequent on his noble owner's com- 
mission having been executed, but after the Marquis had been down to see hig 
new purchase stripped he returned to the betting-ring and took the odds mem 
tioned to upwards of £300, fo show that his confidence was unabated, Mr, Jacks 
son’s last figures were £1,000 to £30, laid in one bet, Tho race will bo found 
fully deseribed in the usual place, and from the details it will be sacn that Brick, 
“tlie ‘Phantom favourite," as he was termed in the ring, did not realise the 
expectations of the tremendous trial about which such an uproar was made, and 
the “patched-up” son of “the Dutchman" was beaten béfore half.n mile had 
been traversed, The scene at the starting post was of a most striking deserips 
tion, and after thirteen failures, Mr, M'George succeeded in effecting a capital 
start, upwards of an hour behind time.

Although the Olympic is rater the birth ‘place of modern 
burlesque, yet the latter’s reigning high priest, Mr. H. J. Byron, 
never contribnted but one piece of that description toits boards, The 
one was ‘‘Mazeppa.” It was produced at‘Christmas, 1859, and, for 
a time, furnished, in the hero, that which was the prime desideratum 
in all Olympic burlesques, a character for Robson. Mazeppa, how: 
ever, never ranked amongst the best of Robson's burlesque parts, 
and the barlesque itself will not—speaking for the first and second 
editions, subsequent editing might’ do wonders—rank high amongst 
burlesques generally, or those of Mr, Byron in particular, It is, 
spite of its ‘fiery steed” and hordes of artars, but a tame affair, 
slight in construction and common place in execution, So much 80, 
indeed, that it would seem to need the somewhat apologetic, 
dedicatory preface, its author published with a reprint in 1860, which 
is as follows :—‘' July, 1860,—My dear Robson, —This burlesque 
was, a8 you know, written at the eleventh hour, and in‘an incon- 
ceivably short time. As it undoubtedly owed its long and successful 
run to your inimitable acting, singing, and equestrianiam, I gladly. 
take the opportunity afforded me by its re-publication of dedicating 
it to you, iver yours, sincerely, Henry J. Byron,” The “Second 
Edition of Mazeppa,’; produced on Wednesday night at the 
Strand, is not materially altered from the first edition. Some 
few allusions to current events, more especially to the revival 
of ‘*Mazeppa” at Astley's, bave been. hastily as it would seem 
~—suggestive, in fact, of the “eleventh hour” a ‘ain — interpo- 
lated, and a general compreasion constitute the difference, The 
course of the Astlean melo-drama, the revival of which has un- 
doubtedly suggested its productions is closely followed, and asa 
burlesque of that which is in itself a burlesque, it is certainly amus- 
ing. But for this timeliness as a parody of one of the sensations of 
the hour, and the excellent acting of Miss Raynham, there is how- 
ever, little or nothing to compensate for the absence of that which 

ave success to the piece as first brought out, Robson's acting. Miss 
Dahan: who in the role of Mazeppa made her first appearance 
here, and received an extremely warm welcome from an extremely 
warm and crowded house, of course is nothing like Robson ; but then 
she is very much like Miss Raynham, and that is aying great 
deal. She not only played with all, but with something more, of her 
wanted spirit and dash, and gave the mock-heroic passages with 
real dramatic power, Perhaps the latter was a shade too real and 
serious for burlesque. She delivers her lines with excellent point, 
and her facial expression is admirable. Her singing does not come 
off quite ao well, but still it is good. The horse business (the ‘‘ fiery 
untamed steed” is from the wilds of ‘ Lother-Arcadia ”) is 
managed with great good taste, and it and the imitations of 
‘* La Menken” generally are clever and droll in the extreme, eliciting 
roara of laughter from the spectators, We must mention, however, 
® slight tendency to vulgarity in Miss Raynham’s acting, at 
times, for instance, in the combat and back-fall business, 
Much as we may admire the talent and cleverness that enables 
her to hit off masculine characteristics so well, we should be 
sorry to think she ever, even for a moment, forgets she is » 
woman. Itis but a slight tendency as yet, but as Miss Raynham 
is only on the threshold of her career it is fit the fact should be 
noted, Upon the whole, though, the character, as now 
cut down, scarce gives her sufficient scope for the thorough 
display of her abilities. The performance gave ample asaur- 
ance that in Miss Raynham the Strand management 
have an acquisition of a most important kind. There is 
very little in the other characters, and their respective illus- 
trators, therefore, appear at a disadvantage. Miss Simpson was 
rather too matronly-looking for the part of the maiden “ Pearl of 
Poland,” Olinska, but she acted with all her usual effectiveness and 
spirit, Mr. Thorneplaysthe aged Abder Khan, Mazeppa’s father, in a 
most remarkable and artistic make up excellently ; falling, as is his 
wont, tantalizingly shortof somo of the finest strokes of sero- comedy of 
the late Mr, James Rogers. Mr. H. J. Turner is fully equal to the part 
of the Castellan, Olinska’sfather, and Miss Eliza Johnston is as pert and 
pleasant as ever as Zenika, Olinska’s maid. Mr. D. James plays 
Dubinsko, a character that does nothing in partioular ; and Messrs, 
Fenton, Fredericks, and Collier, and Misses Wallace and Weston, 
play characters that do less. Messrs, James and Fenton have had

THREE SLASHING FIGHTS IN THE MANCHESTER DISTRICT. 

Three fights in one ring i8 @ rare occurrence in the Home Circuit, 
but still more so in the provinces. Such was the fact, however, in the 
Manchester Circuit last Wednesday, the 26th inst., and we are happy to 
say that everything passed off so comfortably on that occasion that the 
Ring may safely be considered as revived in the Cotton Metropolis, 
where, unfortunately, it has been on the decline for some time. ‘I'he 
first and principal event was a raatch between Bill Ingram and Ned 
Evans, both of Manchester, for £25 o-side, and neither man to exceed 
Sat. Glbs. Immediately after the engagement, both men went into 
active lraining, and ag the battle drew near, tho partisans of each man 
became confident of victory. William Ingram is 27 yrs. of age, 5 ft. 3 in. 
in he ght, and first saw the light at Stoke Newington, in the modern 
Babyion. His knowledge of the gentle art was acquired at old Jommy 
Shaw's well-known sporting drum, He was backed from Mr. William 
l’ox's, Hare and Hounds, Ancoats-—street, Manchester, where he took 
hia Lieathings under’ the supervision of Bob Dackem. Bill's flag 
cf war was a neat silk handkerchief, of mauve ground, and light- 
coloured border... The subject of these remarks has never previously 
fiyuredin any affair of note, beyond some minor off-hand affairs. Edward 
Hvans is a joiner by trade, and hails from Ardwick, near Manchester. 
‘i wltitude he is 5 feet 4} inches, and is 22 years of age. His only 
previons performance was with Jack Taylor, of Ardwick, whom he 
defeated on the 10th of October, 1863, in 38 rounds, occupying 42 
tiiuutea, for £10 a side. He took up his quarters at Jac’ Booth’s, the 
King's. Arms, Newton-heath, and took his gallops at ine Royal Oak 
Park, close by, under the superintendence of Jack himself. His colours 
were a beautiful silk kerchief of tartan plaid. 

Mit George Hardy, of the central rendezvous, the Rising Sun, Swan- 
street, Manchester, was the final stakeholder, and at that hostelrie the 
cermaupy of weighing took place on Tuesday, between 12 and 2. Evans 
weischad But ne but Ingram only pulled down 8st Ilb. We may 
nivution that the final stakeholder received a polite missive from the 
superintendent of the Barnsley police—that if the parties attempted to 
jivht st the old trysting spot, Dunford-bridge, he should be prepared 
with wv sufficient force to spoil the sport and apprehend the persons 
engsged in breaking tha peace. The toss for choice of ground was 
detcrrcd till midnight, so as to keep the affair as quiet .as 
possible, and Evans having won, named Fiddlers’ Ferry, on the 
shore of the Mersey, the favourite locale of the Liverpool fancy, 
»vit entirely new to the Manchester division, The next morning the 
bes verents and their friends took their departure from the London- 
vob sailway station by the eight o’clock Parliamentary. There was a 
hive gathering, amongat which we noticed several celebrated and well- 
}nown beuisers, and one of the leading pedestrians. A pleasant ride 
by -ught ua to the appointed place, when thé*services of the ferry-boats 
were put into yequisition and a descent made upon the Cheshire side of 
the iver Mersey. ‘he veteran commissary, 8S wankey Greaves, soon 
fonda ring ona splendid piece of Nature's carpet, and ina quiet, 
scainded spot. Evans was. the first to shy his head gear within the 
cords of discord, having for his attendants two celebrated huga who 
happenéd to be on a visit; Ingram quickly followed, eaquired by two 
friends, The toss for corners was won by Evans, but there was no 
advantage to be gained. Betting, 2 to 1 on Evans.

Evans never recovered, but kept getting weaker, 
whilst Ingram was almost as strong as at the commencement. In the 
last round Ingram delivered his left with stinging severity in the face, 
and poor Evans fell back insensible. His friends seeing he had no 
chance humanely threw up the sponge in token of defeat, after the fight 
had lasted exactly 40 minutes. 

REMARKS, 


It will bo seen from the description given above that both men are 
thorough game ones. There can be no doubt the best man won, 
although due allowance must be made for tho accidental blow in the 
18thround. Although defeated, Evans is not disgraced, for he fought 
as long as nature would allow. He was much cut up at his defeat, and 
shed tears of mortification. The winner made a collection for his van- 

uished foe, which we hopo will be increased with a bumping benefit. 
The fact that not a single appeal was made during the fight speaks 
highly in favourofboth men. After the Ring was cleared, Bob Dackem, 
Ingram’s trainer, and James Skipton, alias Stiff-un, of Norwich, put up 
their hands to fight at catch weight for a tenner. Dackem is 27 «yrs. 
of age, 5 ft. 74 ins. in height, and weighed abont 9 at 10 lbs. ; ho was 
also backed from Bill Fox's. Stiff-un is 26 yrs. old, weighs 8 st. 12 Ibs., 
and stands 5 ft. 33 in height. Beat Webb of Norwich for a fiver: 42 
rounds, 1 hour 35 mins., March 1860; beat Jem Pitman, £5 a-side, 116 
rounds, 2hrs. 50 mins., 21st January, 1861; beaten by Jack Hartley, £10 
a-side, 82 rounds, 2 hrs. 35 mins., 3rd January, 1862: and received 
£9 forfeit from Bill Boweape, of London; he was backed from Jno. 
Hartley's, Rifleman, Munday-street, Long Millgate, Manchester, and was 
trainedby Punch. We omit the names ofthe seconds and referee for 

rudential reasons. This was a real slogging ding dong battle, but 

tiff-un was overmatched both in per te weight, and length pereenn 
Although the chances were against him_he straggled mantully for 
victory, till, at the expiration of 27 rounds, occupying 1 hour and 10 
minutes, ho was compelled to cry a go.
